It was announced yesterday at tha 
Southern Pacific headquarters in tbia 
city th at the removal to the new depot 
will be accomplished in a week or ten 
days from date. 
The track over tha 
Pine-etreet route is laid, and will be 
ballasted and finished up by to-morrow 
night, when it will be formally turned 
over to the operating departm ent. Tho 
train dispatchers are hard at work on a 
new time-card made necessary by the 
change, and this will be pat into effect 
on the day of rem oval. 
As regards the 
running of trains, they will run into the 
new depot directly from east and west, 
and will be switched in the Wolfskill 
yards. 
Some new stations are also to 
be establi bed in the city, and the 
workmen will commence on them to* 
day. 
There will be a ticket office and 
station at the Y at the junction of Upper 
Main and Alameda streets, and this will 
be known as Naud’s Junction.

SENATOR HE4RST. 


He Pays a Visit to Los 
Angeles. 


A 
TBIP 
TO 
SAN 
PBDKO, 


He D iscusses the Harbor Improve- 
m ent—R eception b j Leading 
Citizens. 


Senator H earst arrived in the city yes­ 
terday morning about 8 o’clock on his 
way from San Francisco to W ashington. 
He had been intending for some tim e to 
pay a visit to Los Angeles for the par­ 
póse of looking over the rem arkable im ­ 
provements which have been effected in 
the city since he was last here, and to 
see w hat are the needs and the possi­ 
bilities of the southern half of the great 
State which he represents. 
The special cause of this visit, how­ 
ever, was to respond to an invitation from 
the Cham ber of Commerce and Board of 
Trade to look into the m atter of the San 
Pedro H arbor and the proposed sea wall. 
Early in December Senator Stanford vis­ 
ited Loe Angeles, and went down to San 
Pedro for a sim ilar purpose. As a result 
of yesterday’s trip, the people of South­ 
ern California whose interests are con 
eerned in the improvement of the har­ 
bor may rest assured that the m atter 
will be in the bauds of men who thor­ 
oughly understand the situation, and 
are in th e highest degree well disposed 
toward the project. 
The Senator took breakfast at the 
California Club with Sidney Lacey and 
W alter S. Moore. 
It had been the in­ 
tention on the part of the committee 
from the Cham ber of Commerce and 
Board of Trade to meet him at the 
Southern Pacific station, but owing to a 
misunderstanding, the plan was not car­ 
ried out. At 11 o’clock, however, a 
large party of prom inent citizens re­ 
paired to the Commercial-street depot, 
where a special car, furnished for the 
occasion by Col. E. E. Hewitt, was wait­ 
ing to take the distinguished guest to 
San Pedro. The Senator presently ap­ 
peared, accompanied by his private sec­ 
retary, W. B. W rightman, John G. 
Follansbee, who is a business partner 
ef the Senator’s son, together with sev­ 
eral citizens. 
There were about forty in the party 
which entered the car. 
Among them 
were Mayor Bryson, ex-M ayor W ork­ 
m an, Major W. H . Tooler, H . T. D. 
Wilson. H . C. W hitm er. John Frankeu- 
field, T. C. Narramore, Eugene Germain, 
J . W. Greene, Jam es Campbell, James 
Cuzner, O. W. Baldwin, Sidney Lacey, 
S. B. Lewis, S. W. Luitweiler, P. W 
Scott, L. F. Scott, Dr. J . P. Widney, E. 
W . Jones, W alter S. Moore, C. C. Cook, 
H . C. Denker, E. C. Hodgman, W . G. 
Kirchoff, C. H . Bradley, M. R. Higgins, 
Dr. J. H . Bryant, W. E. Hughes, H. J. 
Woolacott, C. Ducommon, L. N. Breed, 
T. A. Muir and George Dixon. 
The run to San Pedro was made in a 
short time, and the car was pushed out 
nearly to the end of the point where the 
Southern Pacific is putting in its wharf. 
H ere the party got out and looked over 
the bluff upon the broad sweep of water 
in the bay beneath. The day, which at 
first had been cloudy, was now clear, and 
the view was periect across to Dead 
M an’s Island and to the mountains piling 
up on the horizon beyond. 
Dr. Widney unfolded the map, which 
had been frequently in the Senator’s 
hands on the ride out, and explained 
the proposed plan of sea-wall and pier. 
The Senator asked a few questions con­ 
cerning the depth of the water along the 
line where the wall is projected, and the 
area of the harbor as thus shut in. 
He 
then expressed himself as firmly of the 
belief that the scheme was feasible in all 
its particulars, and that it was one which 
should recommend itself to Congress on 
th e mere statem ent of the case. 
“ But it needs and deserves an appro­ 
priation of five millions,” said he. 
He then assured the members of the 
committees of the two organizations, the 
Board of Trade and tne Cham ber of 
Commerce., th at the people of Los Ange­ 
les could depend upon him to put forth 
all the efforts in his power to help the 
passage 
of 
needed 
appropriations 
through Congress, and he would favor 
them being as liberal as the magnitude 
of the work and the immensity of the 
interests involved seemed to demand. 
After a walk out to the end of the pier 
w hich the Southern Pacific is building 
from .the Point, blasting out the sockets 
for the piles in the shelving of solid rock, 
th e party returned to the car. 
At the 
wharf of the Pacific Coast Steamship 
Company, in the town of San Pedro, a 
little vessel was lying, 
named 
the 
“ W arrior,’’ on which the party em ­ 
barked. The boat steamed along to the 
spot where the wall will begin in the 
deep water near Point Firm in, and then 
covered in its route the arc which it is 
proposed to describe with the break­ 
w ater. Tbe sea was perfectly calm, and 
th e Senator expressed himself as very 
m uch delighted with this feature of the 
excursion. 
“ You have heard me give my views 
on the m atter of this proposed im prove­ 
m en t,” said Senator 
H earst to the 
H bbai.d representative, “ and I can’t say 
anything more on th at subject except to 
repeat it all with new em phasis. 
I have 
always believed in this harbor, but since 
I have looked tbe ground over more 
thoroughly and seen the vast strides this 
country is making, I am more than ever 
convinced th at we can dem and this ap­ 
propriation as our right. 
This coa9t has 
been neglected long enough. 
It is time 
it was allowed to enjoy more of the com ­ 
mercial possibilities which its location 
has given it, and which it needs very 
little improvement to bring out. 
“ As to when the anpropriation will be 
p u t through, th at is hard to say. The 
present session is 
drawing toward its 
close; I have no hopo of doing much 
immediately. We will begin on the pre­ 
lim inaries, however, and as soon as prac­ 
ticable bring the question to an issue. I 
am confident, moreover, that we will 
not be put off as we have been before.” 
The question.of the political situation 
being broached by the reporter, Mr. 
H earst expressed himself about as fol­ 
lows: 
“ We made a gallant fight and 
were beaten—not so badly beaten os 
we 
m ight 
have 
|been—but 
still, 
beaten. 
Well, there appears to be a dis­ 
position on the part of the Democrats at 
W ashington to put as pleasant a face on 
over the m atter as we can. 
We can af­ 
ford to lay by and wait. Plenty of things 
m ay happen in four years. 
It was the 
tariff issue th at made the whole campaign 
up-hill work for us, but we certainly 
fought in a good cause and under a gal­ 
lant leader.” 
“ As 
to 
the 
Cabinet,” continued 
th e 
Senator, 
“ and 
the 
possibility 
of 
California 
being 
represented 
there, I have not much idea that 
Harrison will take up with the sugges- 


tlona which havo been ao Iraoly offered 
him by the preos and the political load- 
r i of this Coast. There are not Tory 
m any placee in the Cebinet, and as near 
as I can make out there are an infinite 
number of applicants from other States 
backed by pretty strong influence. How, 
California occupies a very large place m 
our affections and ideas, and covers a 
good deal of territory on the m ap ; but it 
m ust be adm itted that its political in­ 
fluence is not very potent, and as we have 
no very strong man to put forward, I am 
afraid there will be some disappointed 
prophets when the Cabinet is filled. 
“ I wish to say,” said the Senator^ as 
the reporter was about to leave him , 
“ that I have enjoyed this trip here in an 
unusual degree, and am very glad to be 
enabled to get so clear an idea of the 
needs of tho harbor, and w hat is neces­ 
sary to bring it into shape. 
I have the 
interests of this section very thoroughly 
at heart, and hope to be able to bo of 
assistance in putting through a scheme 
which I believe will be most profoundly 
to its advantage.” 
. . 
Senator H earst is a pleasant talker, 
frank in his way of expressing himself, 
courteous and affable. 
That he is a 
clear-headed business m an was shown in 
the way he took up one point after 
another of the proposed improvement 
and pointed out its feasibility and tho 
splendid opportunities which they would 
offer to the country back of the harbor. 
The most casual observer would experi­ 
ence little difficulty in detecting ample 
cause for the popularity which Senator 
Hearst enjoys throughout the State. 
The party landed, and climbed to the 
top of a neighboring bluff, where a view 
of the bay could be secured from a differ­ 
ent point of the compass from the first 
on the Point. 
The car then brought the 
visitor and those who were accompany­ 
ing him , back to the city. It was then 
switched to th e Santa Monica road,and the 
Senator and a large num ber of the original 
party went down to take a look at the 
Pacific in another place. 
Senator Hearst 
was met at th e station at Santa Monica 
by a num ber of the citizens of that town, 
and after greeting then* he went out to 
make a call on Senator Jones. 
He re­ 
turned to the city about 7 o’clock, and in 
the evening occupied a box at the opera 
with Mr. J. D. Lynch, Sidney Lacey, J. 
G. Follansbee, W . S. Moore and W. B. 
W ightman. 
Senator H earst will go at 9 o’clock this 
morning, accompanied by the Board of 
Trade, to Pasadena and the Baldwin 
ranch, returning here at 2 p . m., when he 
will drive around the city. 
He will 
leave 
by 
the 
night train 
for the 
East in a 
special cor. He 
will 
go 
over the Santa Fe to St. Louis, 
and 
thence to W ashington. 
H is visit to this 
city, under the circumstances in which it 
waB paid, was an event of peculiar im­ 
portance, and, together with that of 
Senator Stanford on a similar errand, is 
likely to be of unusual advantage to all 
Southern California. 


The “ Herald’*” Letter from Sac­ 
ramento. 
Special Correspondence of tho Herald. 1 
Sacramento, February 4, 1889. 
If present indications are to be relied 
upon, the several Southern California 
interests will claim no little attention 
from the Legislature during the week 
just opening. 
The fight for the changing of the 
boundary line between San Bernardino 
and San Diego counties is already on, 
and promises to grow warm before the 
am munition of the factions has been ex­ 
hausted. 
San Bernardino county is rep­ 
resented by Hon. Will A. H arris, late 
Prohibition candidate for Congress, and 
San Diego sends a champion in the per­ 
son of Jam es L. Copeland, the County 
District Attorney. 
These gentlemen 
locked horns in the A ttorney-General’s 
office this morning for the first time, 
both having reached the city by last 
night’s train from the south. 
San Bernardino County is the aggres­ 
sor in the fight and, to a disinterested on­ 
looker, seems thus far to have a shade 
the worst of it. The proposition, as laid 
down by Mr. H arris in his argum ent to 
the Attorney General this morning is 
briefly as follows: 
In 1853 the surveys which marked the 
dividing line of the two counties were 
made by Deputy United States Surveyor 
Hancock. Theso lines were located wiih 
reference to certain ranch corue i s and 
natural landm arks. Years later, in 1870, 
another survey was made when it was 
found, so it is claimed, that the location 
of theBe lines, as now shown by the maps, 
was not in accord with the original sur­ 
vey. It is a fact by no means to be de­ 
spised that this discovery was made 
about simultaneously with the comple­ 
tion of the Southern Pacific Railroad. 
According to th e old survey, as shown 
by the existing map lines, that portion 
of the railroad lying between Banning 
and Yuma is in San Diego county and 
yields in taxes the snug annual revenue 
of about $30,000. The lines run at the 
subsequent survey 
place the whole 
line of 
railroad 
between 
Colton 
and 
Ynma 
in 
the 
county 
of 
Jan Bernardino, and take in the townB 
of Perris and San Jacinto. I t is against 
the perm anent location of this line that 
the San Diegans are fighting. They 
claim th at the proposition to change the 
existing dividing lines is a mercenary 
one pure and simple, backed up solely 
by a grasping desire of the San liernar- 
dinoans to corral the $30,000 which the 
railroad people yearly drop into the 
county till. 
THE BOWERS CHARITY BILL. 
Senator Bowers’ pet measure, provid­ 
ing for the ratification of the conveyance 
of certain public property by City Coun­ 
cils to trustees for charitable purposes, 
came up in th e Senate to-day, and the 
San Diego Senator made a most eloquent 
and forcible 
speech in its support. 
The 
city 
of 
San 
Diego 
owns a 
a public park containing 1,400 acres. 
Some years ago the City Council con­ 
veyed to certain trustees 100 acres of 
this property, the trustees agreeing to 
build thereon, at an expense of $100,000, 
an institution for the instruction, train­ 
ing and care of orphaned, abandoned 
and destitute children. 
The money has 
been at the disposal of the trustees for a 
long tim e, but the enterprise has been 
at a standstill, until the Legislature 
should have ratified the conveyance of 
the property. 
The same bill was intro­ 
duced in the Assembly by Young, of 
San Diego, and received a favorable re­ 
port from the unanimous Committee on 
Judiciary. I t is now on second reading 
in the House, and will pass easily. Some 
doubts were entertained as to the success 
of the bill in th e Senate, as the Judiciary 
Committee of th a t body refused to re­ 
port upon it favorably, some of the 
members bolding it to be unconstitu­ 
tional. On this account Bower’s victory 
to-day is considered a great one. The bill 
passed by a vote of 28 to 12. Edm ond 
T. Dooley, of th e San Francisco Boys’ 
Aid Society, has been selected as m an­ 
ager of the San Diego institution. 
COUNTY DIVISION. 
The measure looking to the slicing off 
of a section of Los Angeles county is ap­ 
parently in statu quo, but will again 
claim attention within a few days.

They Nominate a Full Munic­ 
ipal Ticket. 


HON. J. K. TOBF.EMAN FOR MAYOR. 


The Advice of Bev. Sam Jones Dis 
regarded—Reform Convention 
to be Held To-Niffht. 


The Prohibitionists met, in Convention 
a t Good Tem plars’ Hali yesterday morn­ 
ing. 
Mr. J. H . Blanchard called the 
meeting to order, after which all present 
joined in singing the Doxology, and 
Brother Clark led in prayer. 
Mr. 
Blanchard then read the call for the 
Convention. 
Mr. J. H . Blanchard was elected Tern 
porary Chairm an, A. O. Duncan, Secre­ 
tary, and E. K . GreeD, Treasurer. 
On motion of Mr. W. D. Gould, the 
temporary officers w ere declared perma­ 
nent officers. 
A discussion arose as to w hether a 
committee of three should be sent to the 
m inisters to invite them to attend the 
Convention. 
Mr. S. A. W idney said that he be­ 
lieved the time had come when the party 
should let the m inisters work with the 
*party or stay away. If the ministers 
were not Prohibitionists they would not 
come, and if they were in favor of the 
principles of the party they would at­ 
tend. 
Mr. Wood said th at the Bible said 
something about forgiving seventy times, 
and if the ministers had backslidden six­ 
ty-nine tim es they should be allowed to 
come back. 
The committee appointed to visit the 
ministers was made of Messrs. A nder­ 
son, Adams and Widney. 
Mr. W. D. Gould moved that all Pro­ 
hibitionists be allowed a vote in the 
Convention. Carried. 
At this point Rev. Sam Jones appeared, 
and was applauded. 
He was invited to speak im mediately, 
and said that he had just been at the 
m inisters’ meeting, and they knew that 
the Prohibitionists were meeting. There 
was to be a morality convention to-night 
at the Pavilion, and the programme was 
to put a non-partisan ticket in the field. 
H e said that if the Prohibitionists wanted 
to vote for principle, they would go ahead 
and put up a full ticket and vote it, and 
be defeated. 
(A voice—“ We can a (Ford 
to do that, and be defeated.” ) He thought 
it better to join a movement for God and 
Morality, and let principles go on this 
occasion. 
“ If you can’t win on princi­ 
ples, then vote for the next best thing, 
and try to win the next tim e. 
If it will 
do good this time by standing in with 
the Citizen's Reform movement, why not 
let principles go this tim e?” 
Mr. Blanchard—“ If we should adjourn 
w ithout nom inating a ticket, w hat as­ 
surance have we that the Citizens Re­ 
form ticket will get enough votes to carry 
it?” 
Mr. Jones—“ Well, it will get all the 
Prohibition votes any way.” 
Several voices—“ Not now—not mine— 
nor m ine.” [Applause.] 
Mr. Blanchard—"Do you think the Re­ 
form movement will castm ore than 2,500 
votes ?” 
Mr. Jones—“ Y es.” 
Mr. Blanchard—“ The reform move­ 
m ent has g it to get 5,000 votes to elect 
its men, and we don’t think it will get 
that many. The Prohibitionists are tired 
of going in with th e reform movements 
and then getting left.” 
Mr. Jones—“ Well, you can adjourn, 
and Bee what the reform movement 
does, and, if its action does not suit, you 
can m eet again.” 
Mr. Wood thought that if the Prohib­ 
itionists pat a ticket in the field, the re­ 
form movement ought to support it. 
Said he, “ Why not let them endorse our 
ticket?” 
During the discussion which followed. 
‘ e tone of which was against coa.bining 
waiting, Rev. Sam Jones left. 
/The committee sent to the ministers’ 
/ «ting reported 
that the miuisters 
>uld not j dn the Prohibitionists, and 
At they wanted the Frohibitionists to 
in the Reform movement. 
' Mr. W ard entered a protest and would 
hot vote any hypocritical ticket. If they 
m eant to do the city good, the Reformers 
could endorse the Prohibitionists. 
Mr. Damon moved that a straight Pro­ 
hibition ticket be nominated. 
The action of the M inisters in calling 
a Convention for this evening a t the 
Pavilion, when they knew that the Pro­ 
hibitionists would put a ticket in the 
field, was condemned, and one man said 
th at he considered that “ Sam Jones had 
compromised with the devil right on 
this platform.” 
The vote in favor of patting a straight 
ticket in the field was 50 for and 13 
against. 
Mr. S. A. W idcey moved that if the 
Reformers can get the other parties to 
keep out of the field, or if they could get 
one party to withdraw its ticket and the 
other to put a satisfactory plank in its 
platform, the Prohibition ticket could bo 
withdrawn. 
Carriod. 
He also moved that henceforward the 
Prohibition ticket be placed in the field 
on every occasion. Carried. 
The following committees were then 
appointed:

Clark, Potts, 
Adams, Anderson, 
Jaynes, Charlton, 
Somes and Widney. 
Resolutions—Messrs. 
Gould,

An adjournment was then taken nntil 
1 :30 o’clock.

AN IMPORTANT SUIT. 


Tbe I'nndt ol the Porter Land aud 
Water Company Involved. 
The suit of the Porter Land and W ater 
Company vs. John B. Baskin which was 
entered in th e Superior Court yesterday, 
is of some interest. 
Tbe com plaint al­ 
leges that defendant was a director in 
said com pany from its incorporation to 
May 2, 1888; that on June 29, 1887, said 
corporation having a large quantity of 
land for sale, plaintiff and defendant en­ 
tered into an agreement by which de­ 
fendant was made sole agent for the sale 
of these lands, at a commission of six 
per cent on all sales and $100 per month 
salary, which com pensation plaintiffnow 
alleges to be “ exorbitant, nnjust and un­ 
conscionable;” that, notw ithstanding the 
fact that m any of the sales effected 
through defendant’s agency were on 
credit, that others never realized any 
compensation to plaintiff, and that still 
others were never

S en ator H ear a t a n d th e H arbor.j 
The local departm ent of the H e r a l d 
to-day devotes considerable space to the 
yiait of Senator George H earst to this city 
and section, and particularly to S.in 
Pedro harbor. 
Senator H earst is now on 
his way to W ashington, where he will 
arrive in time to take part in the closing 
pcenes of the Fiftieth Congress. There 
will not be much to do this year in any 
direction of legislation,*but next Decem­ 
ber the Fifty-First Congress will convene 
and organize, and Senator H earst will be 
a member of th a t body also. Indeed, he 
will be in the Upper House, an influen­ 
tial member, until the year 1893. 
It is, 
therefore, a most happy thing that he 
should find the time 
just now to 
spend a few days here looking over the 
ground and taking note of the growth, 
promise and needs of this section. He 
will 
see 
here new enterprises 
just 
set 
on 
foot, 
budding 
industries 
opening 
into 
bright 
flowers 
of 
promise, 
a 
population 
increasing 
rapidly, a most prolific section with im­ 
m easurable possibilities. 
Around him 
lie elements out of which an empire may 
be created. 
H e sees here a city whose 
present standing is more than respecta­ 
ble from all points of view, and whose 
future will be second to no city on this 
Coast, with, perhaps, the single exception 
of San Frsdici6co. 
We say perhaps; for 
the Bay City will be onliged to look 
sharply after her metropolitan laurels or 
th e Angelic City will Bcatch them from 
h er fair brow and place them on her own 
fairer one. 
Among the prime necessities of this 
section is the improvement 
of 
our 
■hipping facilities. 
Los Angeles is at 
one term inus of the shortest track be­ 
tw een the A tlantic and Pacific Oceans 
w ithin the lim its of the United States. 
W e are m uch 
nearer China, Japan 
and Australia than San Francisco is. We 
are m any hundreds of miles nearer the 
A tlantic eea-board than any place on the 
shores of the Pacific in the United States. 
H ere three transcontinental 
railways 
have their term inal facilities, and several 
others are now working this way with an 
energy which indicates the importance 
such enterprises attach to our situation. 
V ia Salt Lake, the distance from tide­ 
w ater on ti e Pacific to the central region 
of th e U nited States is much shorter 
than by way of San Francisco. Traffic to 
th is section is larger by much than its 
population would lead one to expect. 
W e produce here in the greatest profusion 
fruits obtainable from no other portion of 
thh) 
Union. 
All 
the 
grades and 
varieties of table vegetables ripen in this 
region all m onths in the year. Our soils 
are redundant in their fertility, yielding 
not only enormous crops, but several of 
them a year from the same bit of laud. 
Then the mildness of this clime is a 
m agnet of giant force, drawing to our 
■hores thousands and hundreds of thou­ 
sands of tourists, who come to spend the 
winters and escape the rigors of that 
season at the East, or to sojourn during 
the summer m onths, when the heat 
renders existence a burden, if not an 
impossibility in those superheated and 
unhealthy sections. 
All these factors 
in the problem mean th at there will be 
developed here a large and steadily in­ 
creasing volume of business of all sorts. 
From far Cathay the argosies of richly- 
freighted fleets will flock to our harbor 
to disembark their cargoes for tranship­ 
m ent to the East. The whole west coast 
of the great American continent will be 
tributary to our port. 
Theee are the facts which eyes less 
keenly practical than Senator H earst’s 
m ust see on looking over this section. 
W ith his large and varied experience of 
affairs on the largest scale, the distin­ 
guished Senator will take these points in 
in all their mnltiform bearings, lie exer­ 
cises great influence in the Senate, and 
w ill be able to do us splendid service. 
H is patriotic impulses will spur him to 
exert himself in our behalf to his utmost 
ability. 
Senator H earst will not only see what 
w e should have in the way of the better­ 
m ent of our harbors, but be will also see 
how great the neglect from which this 
section has suffered in this 
respect. 
P rivate enterprise has done a good deal 
for 
us 
already, 
is 
doing 
much 
now, and is planning 
much more. 
N early all there is at San Pedro is the 
result of private effoit. The aid the 
G overnm ent has extended us in twenty- 
live years le a mere bagatelle. 
Private 
enterprise is doing great things at Ite- 
dondo, and here the Government has 
never contributed a single cent. 
We de­ 
serve better treatm ent a t the hands of 
our servants at W ashington. 
Senator 
Hearst will now 
return there fully 
•quipped w ith information in all the de­ 


tails of the situation, and when W il­ 
mington harbor is again 
the subject 
of debate in tbe halls of Congress, 
we may be sure that his able ad­ 
vocacy will 
be eloquently heard in 
urging liberal appropriations for so neces­ 
sary and so 
meritorious a purpose. 
During his term of office other schemes 
for supplying harbor facilities to the great 
metropolis of the Southwest may come 
up in the Senate, and for these also 
assuredly the Senator’s voice will be 
heard.

a m anufacturing center. W hat a boon 
it would be to our foundries, to the elec­ 
tric light company, to the flouring mills, 
and to every establishm ent where power 
is needed ! W ith natural gas the sugar 
refineries would be an assured indus­ 
try 
of 
the 
section. 
W ith natural 
gas, we 
shall 
have 
rolling - mills, 
wagon and carriage factories, sm elt­ 
ing furnaces, 
reduction 
works, and 
all 
the 
various 
branches of the 
modern manufactories. 
W ith natural 
gas, the growth of the past, which we 
have regarded as so phenomenal, will be 
totally eclipsed by the growth of the 
future. Los Angeles will at once spriug 
into a great city of a quarter of a m illion 
Bouls, and the county will increase in a 
few years to a population of half a million 
people.

COCKRELL ON CLAIMS' AO ENTS. 


The C ivil S ervice Com m ission Dis­ 
cussed—Some C hanges In th e 
H om estead Law .

W a s h in g t o n , 
February 
7 .— In the 
Benate to-day, the Committee on Military 
Affairs reported a substitute for the 
House bill to remove the charge of deser­ 
tion from soldiers of the late war and 
Mexican war, where such soldiers after­ 
wards served faithfully till the expira­ 
tion of their enlistment. 
Agreed to. 
The Senate bill to suspend the opera­ 
tion of the section 
of the Revised 
Statutes in relation to the Guano Islands 
for five years from 1 8 th April, 
188 9 , 
passed. 
A joint resolution proposing an am end­ 
ment to the Constitution, declaring that 
the right to vote shall not be abridged by 
the United States, or any State, on ac- 
account of sex, was favorably reported 
to-day by Senator Blair from the Select 
Committee on Woman Suffrage. 
The report recommending the adoption 
of the resolution, after reviewing the 
history of the woman suffrage move­ 
ment and making some comments upon 
tbe denial of the right of suffrage to 
women as an injustice equal to that of 
Negro slavery, concludes as follows: 
“ Unless this government shall be made 
and preserved truly republican in form 
by the enfranchisement of women, the 
great reforms which her ballot would ac­ 
complish may never be effected, and the 
demoralization and disintegration now 
proceeding in the body politic are not 
likely soon to be arrested. 
The corrup­ 
tion of male suffrage is already well nigh 
a fatal disease. The republican form of 
government cannot survive as half slave 
and half free. The ballot is withheld 
from women because men are not wil­ 
ling to part with one-half the sovereign 
po wer. There is no other cause for ti e 
continued perpetration of this unnatural 
tyranny. Enfranchise women, or thia 
Republic will steadily advance to the 
same destruction, the same ignoble and 
tragic catastrophe, which has engulfed 
all the male republics of history. Let us 
establish a Republic in which men and 
women shall be free indeed. Then shall 
our Republic be perpetual.” 
A minority report, adverse to the adop­ 
tion of the resolution, was reported, and 
will hereafter be presented. 
Cockrell expressed regret that the 
Fourth Auditor aud Treasurer of the 
United 
States had permitted 
their 
names to be used by a firm cf W ashing­ 
ton claim agents, as shown in the circu­ 
lar read yesterday. 
He sent to the 
Clerk’s desk and* had 
read another 
Washington 
Claims 
Agency circular 
offering to obtain special acts for the 
benefit of persons having claims for pen­ 
sions. 
This circular, 
he said, was 
simply an attem pt to get the fee of $10 
without the possibility of rendering any 
equivalent. 
Cockrell proceeded to give 
some other instances of dishonest at­ 
tempts on the part of Washington claims 
agents, and declared that there never 
had been Buch an imposition practiced 
on any class as had been practiced on 
the eoldiers of the late war and their 
widows and orphans. 
He attributed 
much of the success of claims agents to 
the fact that the Government officials 
did not adjust their accounts, hunt up 
and pay the claimants, but, on the con­ 
trary, suppressed and concealed the facts. 
At the close of Cockrell’s rem arks the 
resolution went over till to morrow with- 
action. 
The House am endm ent to tbe Senate 
bill as to cutting timber on Indian lands 
was concurred in. 
The Senate then resumed considera­ 
tion of the Legislative Appropriation bill, 
the pending question being on H aw ley’s 
am endm ent to give an additional clerk 
of class 3 to the Civil Service Commis­ 
sion. 
Chandler hoped one of the first 
acts of the new adm inistration would be 
to get rid of disreputable and incom­ 
petent postal 
clerks appointed since 
March, Í8 8 5 . 
Allison expressed his be­ 
lief that the civil service law, as long it 
remained on the statute book, would 
be 
fairly 
carried 
out. 
He 
con­ 
tended, however, that its extension to 
postal mail clerks last December was 
not an extension by the commission 
itself, for the commission was practically 
not a commission since October last, when 
one of its members wa3 confirmed as a 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs, while 
another of its members paid no atten­ 
tion to it since then. He thought the new 
adm inistration should 
be allowed to 
make rules lor the extension of the law 
to postal mail clerks. 
Teller defended the last admininistra- 
tion in regard to the fidelity with which 
it bad executed the civil service law. 
Gorman replied to Allison and argued 
that if there was no Civil Service Com- 
misión now, the fault was not with the 
President nor with the Democratic party, 
but with the Republican majority in the 
Senate, which would not allow the offi­ 
ces to bo tilled, but acted on the prin­ 
ciple, that when there was to be a change 
of administration, the wheels of the 
Government must be stopped and the 
offices not be perm itted to be filled. 
Hoare approved of the extension of 
the civil service law by Mr. Clevelaud to 
postal mail clerks, w hether that exten­ 
sion came late or early. 
After further discussion, the am end­ 
ment was agreed to. 
Another long discussion took place a¿> 
to whether the Board of Pension Appeals 
(fixed in the bill at three members) 
should be increased to six. The change 
was made. 
The bill then went over 
until to-morrow. 
Adjourned. 


T H E HOUSE. 


W a s h i n g t o n , February 7 .— The regu­ 
lar Committee on Public Lands reported 
back the 8enate bill providing that agri­ 
cultural public lands subject to private 
entry, shall be disposed of according to 
the 
provisions of the 
Homestead 
laws, 
the 
only am endm ent adopt­ 
ed 
repealing 
the 
commutation 
clause of the Homestead laws. 
Wea­ 
ver, of Iowa, showed a disposition to ob­ 
ject to its immediate consideration, be­ 
cause it did not in express terms repeal 
the Desert Land and Timber Culture 
laws. H olman gave an assurance that if 
any ambiguity existed it would bo re­ 
moved in conference. 
An am endm ent was adopted allowing 
persons who have abandoned or relin­ 
quished Homestead entries to 
make 
another. 
The bill 
passed 
and the Honse 
went into Committee of the Whole 
on the Army Appropriation bill. 
Upon 
the suggestion that a proper provision 
has already been made for the Poet in 
the Sundry Civil Appropriation bill, the 


appropriation of $100,000 for the continu­ 
ation of work on the new military Post at 
Denver was stricken out. 
An am end­ 
ment was adopted appropriating $24,500 
to complete the water supply system at 
Fort D A. Russell, Wyoming Territory. 
Randall raised a point of order against 
the clause appropriating $500,000 for the 
purchase of movable submarine torpe­ 
does, and, pending the decision of the 
point, the committee rose and the House 
adjourned. 


EDUUNDa UN PANAMA. 


A V igorous O pposition to H is ICeso- 
I it11oii o n tU c S u b je ct. 


W a s h i n g t o n , February 7.— Hdmunds’ 
Panam a resolution, which war re-com­ 
mitted to the House Committee on For­ 
eign Affairs, was taken up on a request 
made by a member th at ho be allowed to 
present a minority resolution. 
It ap­ 
pears that the outspoken opposition to 
the resolution, which was confined to 
Russell, of Massachusetts, when the 
resolution was first ordered favorably 
reported, is growing more pronounced. 
Norwood, of Georgia, prepared the m i­ 
nority report above referred to, and 
other members of the committee "are 
show ing signs of ctrangp. The committee 
was obliged to adjourn this morning 
without allowing an expression of opin­ 
ion; therefore, it was 
not 
decided 
whether the minority will be perm itted 
to file a report. 
A member of the committee said the 
opposition to the resolution would be 
quite vigorous. 
It would be based, in 
his opinion, upou a wrong view of the 
matter. 
The opponents of the resolu­ 
tion, as they had expressed themselves, 
based their opposition upon two th in g s: 
First, that the Monroe doctrine was not 
intended to apply to such enterprises as 
the canal, and could not be fairly so con­ 
strued; second, th at the resolution, in 
effect, denounced an enterprise that 
was already failing, 
and that such 
an expression 
of 
sentim ent 
would 
tend 
to 
deter 
the 
investm ent of 
capital on the American continent. Some 
years ago the Government officers asked 
France w hat she intended to do in regard 
to the canal, and the French M inister to 
the United States, under instructions, 
gave the strongest possible assurances, 
both oral and written, th at the French 
Government would never take an interest 
in it, that it Bliould always rem ain a 
private enterprise. 
Now, however, with 
a party in the French Cham ber of Depu- 
tieB openly declaring in favor of the Gov­ 
ernm ent assuming control of th e canal, 
this country ought to express itself. 
A 
majority of the committee will still rec­ 
ommend the passage of the resolution. 


U ougreiislonal Notes. 
W a s h i n g t o n , February 
7. — Senator 
Chandler to-day introduced the proposed 
am endm ent to the Naval Appropriation 
bill, authorizing the construction, by 
contract, of two harbor ram s of steel, to 
coBt, without their arm am ent, not ex­ 
ceeding $1,500,000 each, and of fifteen 
gunboats or cruisers, each not to exceed 
1,700 tons in displacem ent or $500,000 
in cost. 
It appropriates $5,000,000 to 
begin the construction of the vessels, 
and $3,000,003 for their arm am ent. 
Senii or Daniel to-day introduced as an 
am endm ent to the Naval Appropriation 
bill a measure authorizing the President 
to appoint a hoard of naval officers to 
select and report upon the five best ob­ 
tainable sites in the United States for the 
fabrication of guns and arm or plate, and 
other appliances of iron and steel for the 
use of the navy. 
One of these sites is to 
be located in the Middle or Eastern 
States, one in Virginia, one on the Gulf 
coast, one on the Great Lakes, aud one 
on the Pacific Coast. 
The Joint Congressional Committee 
investigating the construction of the 
Washington aqueduct tunnel have about 
concluded to order the entire lining of 
tbe tunnel replaced and to charge the 
cost to the contractors. The estim ated 
cost of this is $500,000. 


T h e T hree Am erican E x p o sitio n . 
W a s h i n g t o n , February 7.—The House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs to-day 
agreed that the object sought to be at­ 
tained by the passage of the Three Amer­ 
icas Exposition bill would be promoted 
by tbe attachm ent of an am endm ent to 
the Sundry Civil Appropriation bill ap­ 
propriating $25,000 to defray the expenses 
of sending agents to other American na­ 
tions to secure their participation iu the 
Exposition. 
The am endm ent will be 
offered at the proper time. 


A P r e i e n t to fflri. S h e r i d a n . 
W a s h in g t o n , February 7.—The Senate 
Committee on M ilitary Affairs to-day or­ 
dered a favorable report on the proposi­ 
tion to present Mrs. Irene ltucker Sheri­ 
dan with $50.000. in token of th e coun­ 
try’s appreciation of theservices rendered 
by her husband, General Philip H . Sher­ 
idan. This is to be urged in lieu of a 
pension. 


C a lifo r n ia Out In th e C old. 
W a s h in g t o n , 
February 
7.—Senator 
Stanford has stated here th at he does 
not believe that California will be repre­ 
sented in General H arrison’s C abinet, 
although the claims of the Golden State 
have been pressed vigorously upon the 
President-elect by Senator Stanford and 
other prom inent Californians. 


T h e T c r r lio tlc s. 
W a s h i n g t o n , February 7.—The con­ 
ferees on the Dakota, M ontana and New 
Mexico Admission bill, held a session a 
short tim e this morning, and adjourned 
till 2 o’clock.

BEACH’S BLABBING. 


More of the National Party’s 
Secrets Disclosed, 


INVOLVING SOME IR ISH M. P .’s. 


The A ttorn ey -G en eral A cquits P a r ­ 
n ell o f P erso n al C onnection 
w ith D y n am iters.

L o n d o n , 
February 
7 .—The Parnell 
Commission reconvened this morning 
with witness Beach, alias Le Caron, still 
on the stand. 
He explained certain 
geometric designs in the constitution of 
the United Sections as being symbols for 
secretary and treasurer. In M arch, 1884, 
witness attended district conventions of 
the United Sections,at which Sullivan and 
Laraarney were present. At the conven­ 
tion of Reunited Sectionp, now kuown as 
the United Brotherhood, held in June, 
1888, a delegate from Detroit, where La- 
marney’s widow lives, brought up the 
question of supporting her becauee of 
Lam arney’s services to the Brotherhood. 
Objection was made by the defense that 
this was not evidence. 
Beach then continued his testimony, 
and said Luke Dillon, Devoy, Samuel 
Morris and D. O’Mahon Connor attended 
a convention which unanim ously or­ 
dered the Executive to protect Lamar- 
uey's family. Beach said ho went to 
the Boston convention in 1884, where 
Eagan told him of hia escape from Ire­ 
land and the destruction of secret papers 
and letters. 
Beach declared Eagan told him at the 
same convention that if G allagher had 
been free forty-eight hours longer, some 
of the beat buildings in London would 
have been blown up. 
The court decided to adm it the evi­ 
dence on the ground that the U. B. aud 
Clan-Na-Gael and I. R. B. are practi­ 
cally the same body. 
I t had been 
proved th at ¡Eagan, Brannon and Sheri­ 
dan, among the persons charged, were 
members of the I. R. B. 
Evidence as 
to w hat was done in the convention 
would be evidence against them . Other 
E 
eraons, especially the defendant room­ 
ers of Parliament, stood iu a different 
position, and the court would abstain 
from saying anything regarding the ap­ 
plicability of this evidence against them . 
The Attorney General held that these 
organizations were really all one, and 
that the evidence was admissible becauee 
Kagan, Sheridan and others were direct­ 
ly connected with tho Irish revolutionary 
brotherhood. The discussion continued 
at length, during which the Attorney 
General adm itted th at he never had been 
prepared to suggest that Parnell or other 
members of Parliam ent were personally 
conuucted with the murderous outrages. 
His contention was th at they were allied 
with people whom they knew to be, or 
could have known if they had made 
proper iaquiries, to have been promi­ 
nently connected for rnucy years with 
such outrages. They had allied them ­ 
selves intimately with the I. K. B. and 
availed themselves of its money.knowing 
the character of the I. R . B. 
They con­ 
tinued their alliance with it after the 
most distinct and positive notice. It had 
been proved th at several members of the 
House of Commons attended four or five 
League conventions in America where 
the I. R. B. controlled the proceedings. 
Eagan also told the witness that John 
W alsh and Dennis McCarthy were sent 
to Australia to assist Fenian prisoners to 
escape. Beach said he knew Eagan was 
a member of the “ U. B .” in 1683, and 
believed he had Bince continued to be a 
member. 
W itness identified a report 
dated September 24, 1884, congratulating 
the members upon the increased strength 
of the organization. 
The Executive, the 
report said, intended to plant the seeds 
in every land. 
Strict silence concerning 
the work was enjoined upon the members. 
Witness said he visited the Southern 
States in November, 1885, w uh a letter 
from Eagan describing him as a most de­ 
voted friend of the Irish Nationalists. 
In one circular, witness said, mention 
was made of the expulsion of Cronan for 
treason to Ireland and violation of his 
oath of obligation. 
Beach was on the 
committee that tried Cronan. 
At this point Parnell entered the court­ 
room. 
He took a seat by the side of Da- 
vitt. 
“ Egan,” 
the 
witness 
continued, 
“ presided at the League meetings in 
1884 and 1885. 
A circular issued in 
March, 1886, referred to the emasculated 
and unacceptable Home Rule scheme, 
and urged the camps to rem it funds for 
‘delucion,’ the cipher word for ‘dyna­ 
m ite.’ 
At a joint convention of tlie I. 
N. B. and I. U. B.. held in Chicago in 
June, 1888, it was urged that measures 
be taken for tbe release of Gallagher and 
other prisoners in England.” 
Sir Charles Russell then began the 
cross-examination of the witness. Beach 
said he went to America in 1861. 
lie 
had previously been in France, and was 
a draper’s assistant in London and Col­ 
chester. 
After his arrival in America he 
joined the arm y. 
He became a Fenian 
in 1865, while still in the army. 
His 
object was to obtain all the information 
possible. H e swore to fight for Ireland’s 
independence and took the military oath 
of allegiance. 
He did not intend to keep 
th at oath. 
He never forgot he was 
an English subject and British born. 
Knowing that the conspiracy existed, 
he wrote about it to his father, who, of 
his own volition, informed the members 
of Parliam ent for Colchester, who ad­ 
vised him to inform the Home Office. 
From 1865 witness tried his best to ob­ 
tain the confidence of those connected 
with the organization for the purpose of 
betraying it to every extent he could. “ I 
never had the slightest sym pathy with 
the movement,” he said. 
In reply 
to 
further 
questions, 
Beach 
saia: 
“ All my communications were made 
to my father up to 1868. I was once 
Adjutant-General of the Fenian M ilitary 
Brotherhood and attended the council of 
war. I consider myself a military spy in 
my country’s service. 
From 1868 nntil 
February 1, 1889. I communicated di­ 
rectly with the British Government. My 
usefulness is now stopped. My com­ 
munications num ber hundreds of thous­ 
ands. 
They were very numerous up to 
1870.”

C i n c i n n a t i , February 
7 .— The Exe­ 
cutive Council of the Irish National 
League at 
a meeting 
to-day passed 
resolutions pledging continued support 
to the Irish people and leaders, and ap­ 
pealing to the people of America for 
continued aid to Irish patriots. Pre­ 
lim inary arrangements were made for a 
convention of the Irish in Philadelphia 
in July, at which every Irish organiza­ 
tion of any nation whatever shall be 
represented, and deliberations held on 
some further plan of action. Twenty 
thousand dollars was sent to the Irish 
leaders on the other side to-day. 
The address to the Irish people pays 
that the tyrant Tory governm ent of Eng­ 
land has thrown aside even the forms of 
decency under which it has heretofore 
veiled its malignity, and now stands 
forth the remorseless 
executioner of 
naked, unblushing despotism. The Coun­ 
cil views with just pride the unity and 
perseverance exhibited by the Irish peo 
pie in their struggle. 
Bribes, menaces 
and judicial m urder have failed to dam p­ 
en their spirit or m aterially check their 
onward march. 
They are assured that 
their countrymen in America stand ready 
to support thorn in any steps which their 
wisdom and prudence may dictate. 
The Council regards with indiffer­ 
ence, if not contempt, the daily per­ 
juries before the Parnell Commission. 
Reference is made to the “ judicial mur­ 
der” of Mandeville, and to the endeavor 
of Balfour to keep his expressed word, 
th at he would kill W illiam O’Brien and 
John Dillon by imprisonment. 
“ The 
splendid spirit of the people,” says the 
address, “ hIio w b that they are worthy o f 
our best efforts, and should receive our 
prompt, effective and continued assist­ 
ance until it has been dem onstrated that 
peaceful agitation has failed to produce 
in England a sense of justice and a de­ 
sire to repair the countless injuries in­ 
flicted upon Ireland.”

Bounced for Not Agreeing 
With Bayard.

W a s h in g t o n , F ebruary 7.—This morn­ 
ing Harold M. Sewall, Consul-General to 
the Samoan Islands, received notification 
from the State D epartm ent that his res­ 
ignation would 
be 
accepted on the 
ground that his views were not in har­ 
mony with those of the Administration. 
An Associated Press reporter called 
this afternoon upon Sewall, and asked 
for a statem ent of the reasons given by 
the State Departm ent in its request that 
he should tender his resignation as Con­ 
sul-General at Samoa. 
Mr. Sowall, in reply, said : “ The rea­ 
son given in the letter asking my resig­ 
nation is the disagreement of my ex­ 
pressed views with the views entertained 
by the State Departm ent with regard to 
Samoan affairs. 
This refers, I Buppose, 
to the testimony I have given before the 
Senate Committee on Foreign Relations, 
and which has not yet been published. 
No disapproval of my conduct in Samoa, 
as 
Consul-General, haB 
ever 
been 
expreseed by the Statfl Department, 
as far as I am aware. Last Thurs­ 
day 
I was discharged by the com­ 
m ittee, and, affairs in Samoa being in 
a most critical condition, I immediately 
made arrangements to return there. 
No 
intimation was given me that I should 
not be allowed to do so until within a few 
hours of my intended departure, when I 
was notified to rem ain here. The pur­ 
pose was obvious. 
My services were 
needed immediately, if at all. Another 
steam er would not sail until March, and 
it was the evident intention to detain me 
until after the coming in of the next ad­ 
m inistration, upon which, as is well 
known. I have not the slightest claim to 
political recognition.” 
“ No,” continued Sewall, “ I did not 
thereupon tender my resignation. I had 
done nothing wrong. 
1 had too much 
respect for Bayard to assume that 1 had 
offended him by my testimony before the 
committee. 
Besides, I was under oath 
to tell all I knew of Samoan affairs, and 
to withhold nothing. The views I ex­ 
pressed on the situation, and the remedy 
necessary, were given at the request oí 
the committee. It was not for me to 
consider w hether those views agreed 
with Bayard's 
or 
not. I do 
know, 
however, that my views coincide with 
those of all Americans who have given 
the m atter any thought, the State De­ 
partm ent excepted, for which I cannot 
speak.” 
“ W hat are those views, Mr. Sewall?” 
“ I believe,” said Sewall, with deliber­ 
ation, “ that the deposition of Malietoa 
was determined upon before the confer­ 
ence of the three powers began, and that 
it was the German intention to carry out 
the policy it had decided upon, regard­ 
less of that conference. 
The purpose of 
Germany is to secure control oí S au ju » 
in defiance of the solemn and repeated 
assurances it 1ms given our government. 
Furtherm ore, 1 believe that Lord Salis­ 
bury is a party to this scheme, and that 
the movement against Samoa is only the 
precursor of an Anglo-German attem pt to 
secure supremacy in 
the Hawaiian 
Islands.” 
“ What, in your opinion, will be the 
effect of the dispatch of American ships 
of 
war to protect our interests in 
Samoa?” 
“ I concur with Mr. Bates, our late 
Commissioner to Samoa, in his pub­ 
lished opinion that Admiral K imberly 
can accomplish nothing under his in­ 
structions from the State Departm ent. 
Bayard expects Admiral Kimberly to 
succeed in doing by protest what he has 
been trying to do, without success, for 
years.” 
“ Does Bayard suppose that a protest 
will turn Germauy from the course she 
has been steadily pursuing?” 
“ I believe with Secretary W hitney, 
th at a definite policy should be adopted 
in Samoa. To send our ships there with 
only their present instructions, is simply 
to subject their officers and men to hu­ 
miliation, or, as Secretary W hitney says 
—using a polite term out cf respect, I 
suppose, to Bayard—under irritating con­ 
ditions, from which tbeir self-respect 
makes them 
revolt. 
But 
Secretary 
Bayard cannot punish Secretary Whitney 
or Mr. Bates. I am weakest, and am 
therefore singled out for sacrifice.” 
Sewall said that,w hatever his pereonal 
opinion of the attitude of Bayard in Sa­ 
moan affairs might be, he had, during 
his entire term of service, loyally and 
implicitly 
followed 
the 
Secretary’s 
instructions, notwithstanding that they 
placed him in a false and humiliating 
position. 
In reply to an inquiry as to 
whether German aggression had been 
going on for so long a tim e, Sewall said 
that the recent news from Samoa, which 
had so aroused the country, was but a 
repetition of what had happened before. 
“ W hy,” said he, “ a great stir has bee i 
made by the announcement that martial 
law has been declared by Germany in 
Apia; but this is not the first time the 
German Consul has declared martial law 
in force. 
German sentries, even befoie 
Americans had been deprived of their 
rights to a joint vote in the govern­ 
m ent of the town, had been commanded 
to shoot, until they were dead all men, 
not answering their 
challenge, and 
the notice giving warning of this was 
posted in G erm an script only. An Amer­ 
ican banner was torn down by the Ger­ 
m ans and tram pled on when war was 
declared against Malietoa. 
Apia was oc­ 
cupied without notice to the Americans. 
A leading American m erchant, standing 
on bis own land, was knocked down by 
a German sailor who, on his return to 
his ship, was imprisoned for not having 
bayonetted the man. 
I, myself, was 
stopped on the highway of Apia even be­ 
fore war had been declared and an officer 
whose command had taken possession of 
th a t part of the town threatened I would 
be shot if I proceeded. German 6entrie" 
were posted around my consulate at 
night. 
It is for testifying to these facts, 
I presume, that my resignation was 
asked. 
Is it not natural that 1 should 
differ with Mr. Bayard in a policy, if 
such it can be called, which permits 
these things to be done ? 
“ Were my regret,” said Sewall, “ at 
our loss of prestige in the Pacific by our 
submission to German aggression in 
Samoa the measure of my humiliating 
experience there, I could await patiently 
ihe publication of my testimony and the 
certain results of an aroused aud intelli­ 
gent public opinion. 
B ut to my lasting 
chagrin and sorrow, misled by Bayard, 
and acting under my instructions, 1 mis­ 
led the weak and suffering Samoans into 
fresh misfortune. 
Upon Mr. Bayard— 
and on myself as an innocent instrum ent 
obeying his instructions—m ust rest in a 


large measure the grievous responsibility 
for the distresses which now threaten 
the very existence of the Samoan people. 
When 1 arrived in Samoa the insurrec­ 
tion of Tamasese, fostered by German 
officials ior purposes now made plain, 
was on the point of disintegration. 
Malietoa, who had been repeatedly held 
back by our representatives from assert­ 
ing his authority, had determined to 
tolerate this no longer. 
The day after I 
arrived I received instructions, the pur­ 
port of which was to restrain him . 
I 
did so, giving him to understand, as 
Bayard gave mo to understand, that 
neither he nor his people would be 
allowed to suffer. 
Malietoa yielded at 
my solicitation, and our national honor 
was pledged that we would insist upon 
our treaty rights to the independent ex­ 
istence of Samoa. 
I could not better 
have served the German purposes than 
by this mission of mine. 
As a m atter of 
fact, public documents now before Con­ 
gress 
show 
that the instructions, in 
obedience to which I acted on this occa­ 
sion, were sent me ut the instance of the 
German and British Ministers. In less 
than a m onth German ships arrived, 
Malietoa 
and 
his chiefs 
were de­ 
ported, 
a 
man whose life 
I 
had 
saved 
by 
my intervention 
was in­ 
stalled at Malietoa’s place, pitiless perse­ 
cution began against Samoans suspected 
of friendship for our flag, and German 
control was as effectually established as 
under open annexation. 
Having re­ 
strained the Samoans when they could 
have destroyed Tamasese and, with his 
destruction, the basis for Gorman inter­ 
ference, I urged their submission, trust­ 
ing that, finally, when the truth was 
known, our promises to them would be 
fulfilled and our own honor saved by the 
restoration of the status before the con­ 
ference when I gave Malietoa such fatal 
advice. 
In justice to myself, and in the 
hope of fecuring it for these wretched 
people. Í speak as I do. 
Before leaving 
for Samoa 1 had been about the State 
Department and, with the President, at 
odd 
intervals, for a m onth, explain­ 
ing 
the 
eituation, 
pointing 
out 
the iuevitable 
result of 
the 
Ger­ 
m an proceedings and warning them 
that that would happen which has come 
to pass. 
W hen the rising of Mataafa 
became known and the German fleet was 
ordered to return to Samoa, I asserted 
positively to Bayard that there could be 
but one motive in this, and that was to 
actively assist TamaeeBe iu fighting Ma­ 
taafa. 
Bayard repeated to me fresh as­ 
surances from Bismarck that Germany 
did not care who was King. 
But im me­ 
diately on the arrival of the German 
ships with the new German Consul, Dr. 
Knappe, we find them siding with Tama­ 
sese and precipitating a conflict, for 
which the Samoans will be forced to pay 
heavily. Realizing the unfortunate pre­ 
dicament of our own people, and bitterly 
conscious of our obligations to the Sa­ 
moans, I sought to get from Bayard in­ 
structions that would enable me to assert 
our proper position; but all the instruc­ 
tions received was a copy of an apologetic 
note to the German Consul on account of 
an alleged newspaper interview with mo, 
and fresh assurances from G erm any.” 
Regarding the action of the State De­ 
partment accepting Bismarck’s proposi­ 
tion for a conference at Berlin, Mr. Sew- 
all said lie concurs with every one who 
has studied the question that the restor­ 
ation of the status quo should be prelimi­ 
nary to any negotiations. 
“ Bismarck’s 
proposition to renew the conference on 
(Seiman grouud means much. 
Minister 
Pendleton is sick, and whoever repre­ 
sents us is to be removed from American 
public feeling and moreover, is not like­ 
ly to be well acquainted with the sub­ 
ject. Weber, for years German Consul m 
Samoa, and Becker, late German Consul 
there, together with a host of other of­ 
ficials who know Samoan politics are iu 
Berlin and will aid Bismarck. 
Weber 
was in Washington during the conference 
here coaching the Mi sis ter. Besides, the 
history of our negotiations with Germany, 
as pointed out by Bates, should caution 
us and make us reluctant to accept any 
assurances, for they have been made 
most freely on the eve of her most im­ 
portant movements there.” 
Secretary Bayard was seen but de­ 
clined to say anything on the subject.

“ The same company will also develop 
th e oil-producing territory of the Golden 
n . . . . 1__, 
(i.M . «V. (Vint lin a w i 11 
State, but operations in th at line will not 
b s commenced until the gas development 
i s well under way. The territory In 
which experts say plenty of this natural 
fuel is to be found is located in the south­ 
ern portion of California, not far from 
Los Angeles. The presence of gas in 
th at locality has been known for some 
tim e, but residents of California having 
had no experience, never made any at­ 
tem pt at development. Mr. Westing­ 
house and others learned of the results 
and became greatly interested in the new 
field and the result was that the com­ 
pany referred to was formed. 
“ California members requested that 
an expert from this city be sent there to 
make a survey and also to locate points 
where wells were to be put down. 
“ In compliance 
with this request 
Charles J . Ashburner, of this city, geolo- 
gis - for the Fuel Gas Company, was de­ 
tailed by W illiam Westinghouse to go to 
California and do the work required. 
“ He left last night for San Francisco 
and will remain in that State until the 
field is fully opened. 
“ Mr. Ashburner, just previous to his 
departure, said: ‘There is a large amount 
of money invested in this scheme, and 
t h a hopes of all run high, and I have 
every reason to believe they will be 
realized. 
The new territoi^y is in the 
southern portion of California, but I am 
not at liberty to give the exact locality. 
Natural gas is found at present in various 
parts of that district, but where I am 
going is undoubtedly where 'roarers’ 
will be found. 
There is also good oil 
territory th ere; but we will not do much 
in that line until the gas field is fully in 
operation. The field is near a large city, 
and we will have no trouble in placing 
the ga9 in the m arket for consumers.M 
“ A gentleman who is associated with 
the gas and oil interests of this city , 
when informed tb at Mr. Asti burner bad 
gone to the Pacific Coast, S3id: ‘His 
mission will be a successful one.

G la s g o w , February 7.—The owners of 
th e Glen line of steam ers state that they 
believe the steam er sunk by the British 
bark Largo Bay off Beachy Head, Mon­ 
day night, was the Glencoe of that line. 
T he Glencoe carried a crew of fifty-four 
m en and no passengers. The Glencoe 
w a s bound from Liverpool for London, 
and was last reported as having passed 
Praw le Point Monday. It is ascertained, 
w ithout a doubt, that she was the vessel 
san k . She w aB a three-master, iron, 
«crew steam er of 900 tons. 
The crew of the Glencoe numbered 
fiftv-two men, including twenty-three 
Chiaam en. 
A tempest was raging at 
th e tim e of the accident. Snow was 
falling so thickly that it 
was im­ 
possible for the lookout on either vessel 
to see the lights of the other until 
a collision was inevitable. 
The Glencoe 
forged ahead, trying to cross the Largo 
Bay’s bow, but failed and ran at full 
speed into the bark, demolishing ten 
feet of her bow. 
The Largo Bay would 
also have sunk had she not been pro­ 
vided with water-tight sections. 
The 
•crew of the bark saw nothing further of 
the steam er, but could make out her 
crew struggling in the water.

Oyster* a t AlamUoi. 
E d ito rs H e r a l d : In a la te issue of 
the H e r a l d I notice an article on oyster 
culture at Alamitoe Bay. 
The subject, 
as I conceive it, is a most im portant one, 
and, if experimented with and proved a 
success, it would add another laurel to 
the already famous Los Angeles county. 
Having been a resident on the shore of 
this charm ing bay for the last seven 
years, I freely contribute the following 
information, hoping that in Ibe near 
future some experienced transplanter 
will take the initiative steps. 
A short 
time ago the Messrs Miller and Gilbert, 
of the steamer Albatross, then lying at 
San Diego, and members of the United 
States Fish Commission were here. The 
gentlemen stated that they were 
search of a place adapted to oyster cul­ 
ture, by order of the President, at the 
request of Senator Stanford. 
On the 
presentation of a letter of introduction 
from Mr. George H. Bixby, the superin­ 
tendent of the Alamitoi, your corres­ 
pondent immediately accompanied the 
gentlemen in a skiff. For the purpose of 
m iking the investigation, we proceeded 
far up the bay. They elucidated all the 
facts pertaining to the native oyster 
so abundant here, also the permanency 
of fresh water at all seasons of the year. 
As the tide was extrem ely low, the time 
was a most auspicious one for the excur­ 
sion. On our return the lead was heaved 
and soundings taken all the way to the 
mouth of the bay, a distance of three or 
four miles. 
The formation of the bottom 
was noted, samples of the water at many 
points were taken and tested after land­ 
ing. They concluded the investigation by­ 
setting 
up 
their 
instrum ents 
and 
sketching the bay. 
Upon being intero- 
gated as to what their probable report 
would be, they replied: “ We shall re­ 
port the facts, to-w it: There is plenty of 
room, the formation is perfect; the water 
carried, about the same per cent a? in 
the Chesapeake Bay.” They declared 
that there was no reason why the oyster 
would not thrive here as well as there. 
The above item was written the day 
after they were here, but miscarried in 
reach iug for some cause.
